About  The  Church

The.  present  discussion  is  a  study 
at  what  Baptists  believe  about  the 
New  Testament  Churches.  Baptists  I 
are  a  peculiar  people  and  often 
called  “Narrow  minded’’  Christians 
because  they  insist  that  the  Bible 
is  sufficient  for  their  faith  and 
practice. 

Dr.  George  McDaniel  has  this  flt- 
ting  summary  concerning  the  ori¬ 
gin  of  Baptists,  "Baptists  are  justly 
proud  of  their  beginning — the  new 
Testament.  Certain  characters  in 
history  are  named  as  founders  of 
various  denominations:  the  Disci¬ 
ples  began  with  Alexander  Camp¬ 
bell;  the  Methodists  began  with 
John  Wesley;  the  Presbyterians 
began  with  John  Calvin;  the  Ln- 
therans  began  with  Martin  Lather; 
and  the  church  of  England  wikh 
Henry  V1H.  Not  so  with  Baptists.

ttot  state  paper,  there  is  s  brief 
and  inspiring  article  entitled  “A 
Beal  Baptist.”  The  author  is  I>r. 
Leon  M.  Gambrell.  We  liked  it  so 
well  that  we  want  to  share  it  with 
our  readers.  The  article  follows: 

A  real  Baptist  is  more  than  just 
a  church  member.  He  is  a  born- 
again  Bible-loving,  Christ-honor- 
ing  Christian.  He  loves  the  church 
for  which  Christ  died.  He  knows 
why  he  is  a  Baptist  and  is  proud 
of  Baptist  history.  A  real  Baptist 
is  not  a  child  tossed  to  and  fro 
and  carried  about  with  every  wind 
of  doctrine.  (Eph.  4:14,  15). _ 

A  real  Baptist  has  had  a  genu¬ 
ine  Christian  experience  of  grace. 
He  claims  no  monopoly  on  relig¬ 
ion.  He  knows  that  multiplied 
thousands  of  Christians  are  not 
Baptists.  They  are  saved  just  as 
he  is.  love  the  same  Saviour,  read 
the  same  Bible  and  really  want 
to  follow  its  teachings.  Beal  Bap¬ 
tists  are  regenerated,  scripturally 
baptized,  working  with  others  of 
like  precious  faith  to  advance  the 
kingdom  of  God  on  earth. 

A  real  Baptist  is  peculiar.  His 
religion  is  common  to  all  but  his 
interpretation  of  it  is  peculiar.  To 
Baptists,  religion  is  not  an  ab¬ 
stract  philosophy,  it  is  a  personal 
and  positive  reality.  A  Baptist 
know's  about  religion  because  he 
has  experienced  it.  he  has  lived 
through  it,  and  interprets  it  in  the 
light  of  his  own  experience.  He 
seems  peculiar  to  some  because 
he  will  not  compromise  belief.  He 
will  not  enter  into  federations  be¬ 
cause  such  cannot  be  done  with- 
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out  minimizing  beliefs. 

To  a  real  Baptist  religion  ia  vi¬ 
tal  rather  than  formal.  He  deplore* 
the  condition  described  in  2  Tim. 
3:5,  “Having  a  form  of  godliness 
but  denying  the  power  thereof.” 
To  film  services  are  not  just  for 
entertainment,  they  are  for  feed¬ 
ing  souls,  breaking  the  bread  of 
life,  bringing  conviction  for  sin 
and  leading  to  repentance,  faith 
and  Christian  obedience.  To  a  real 
Baptist  Christianity  is  a  vital,  liv¬ 
ing  program  and  not  a  dead  for¬ 
mality. 

A  real  Baptist  believes  in  tha 
sovereignty  of  the  soul,  its  access 
to  God  without  any  human  medi¬ 
ant.  He  does  not  believe  in.j>roxy 
religion,  neither  does  tie  condone 
proxy  service.  He  believes  in  soul- 
freedom  for  aM  peoples  and  op¬ 
poses  coercion  in  any  form. 

A  real  Baptist  accepts  the  Bible 
in  ultimate  authority  in  all  mat¬ 
ters  of  faith  and  practice.  His  con¬ 
science  will  not  let  him  deviate 
from  plain  teachings  of  scripture. 
He  stands  firmly  for  immersion, 
for  believer’s  baptism,  (localise  he 
finds  it  taught  in  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment.  For  the  same  reason  he 
stami*  for  eternal  salvation  by 
grace  through  the  full  atonement 
made  on  Calvary.  A  real  Baptist 
exalts  the  Word  of  God. 

A  real  Baptist  is  denominational, 
not  sectarian.  “Denominational’* 
designates; ''“sectarian”  disputes. 
He  lias  fellowship  with  his  de¬ 
nominational  brothers  and  is  loyal 
to  the  Baptist  program.  He  burns 
with  a  passion  to  tVll  thg;  truth  to 
others,  is  thoroughly  missionary, 
and  seeks  to  do  all  in  his  power  to 
win  the  world  to  Jesus.

SOCIAL  SECURITY 
By  Bryan  Simmon* 

Please  allow  an  old  man  to  counsel 
with  you  on  this  subject.  First,  a  per¬ 
sonal  word.  To  a  small  degree.  I  am  a 
beneficiary  of  Social  Security,  not  of 
my  seeking  nor  as  a  Baptist  pastor  (God 
forbid);  but  as  chaplain  of  the  Ellis- 
ville  State  School.  I  am  also  a  benefi¬ 
ciary  of  our  Ministers’  Retirement  plan: 
receiving  more  than  I  deserve;  but  far 
less  than  full-time  pastors  retiring  now 
or  hereafter. 

In  my  humble  judgment,  for  churches 
and  Baptist  institutions  to  participate 
in  Social  Security  is  to  violate  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  Church  and  State.  An  entrance 
into  Social  Security  is  very  likely  to  lead 
to  governmental  regulations  and  restric¬ 
tions  as  to  location,  salaries,  services 
and  the  like.  The  government  has  as¬ 
sumed  such  prerogatives  in  areas  it  own¬ 
ed.  A  casual  survey  will  reveal  that 
Baptists  have  prospered  most  where 
there  has  been  most  nearly  a  separa¬ 
tion  of  Church  and  State  This  is  a  heri¬ 
tage  our  fore  fathers  struggled  to  secure 
and  have  fought  for  its  continuance,  and 
such  a  heritage  should  not  be  sacrificed 
for  personal  gain.  Moreover,  any  effort 
to  put  churches  into  Social  Security  is 
sure  to  create  confusion  and  division  in 
our  own  ranks,  for  many  churches  and 
pastors  will  be  opposed  to  it. 

Since  Southern  Baptists  have  a  Retire¬ 
ment  plan  commensurate  with  Social 
Security  it  behooves  us  to  be  loyal  to  our 
own  plan.  If  improvements  in  our  own 
plan  can  be  made  we  should  get  our 
heads  and  hearts  together  and  mako 


Laymen  engaged  in  secular  pursuits 
contribute  to  Ministers*  Retirement  plan 
through  three  channels,  but  they  can  not 
participate  in  it.  Ministers  should  bo 
satisfied  to  benefit  by  only  one  plan 
From  now  on.  the  minister  who  gives 
his  full  time  to  the  pastorate  can  live 
oo  his  Retirement  benefits;  but  provi¬ 
sions  are  made  for  supplements  A  sur¬ 
vey  reveals  many  retired  pastors  serv¬ 
ing  as  supplies,  teachers  and  other 
phases  of  woBc.  , 

Every  pastor  and  family  should  liv# 
substantially  but  simply.  He  should  cul¬ 
tivate  business  ability  and  become  an 
example  to  his  flock  A  good  policy  for 
him  and  his  family  is.  Live  within  the 
salary ,  pay  the  Lord  his  tithe  and  save 
a  little  each  year.  Most  of  all  learn 
to  endure  hardness  as  good  soldiers  of 
Jesus  Christ,  always  remembering  the 
promise.  “Trust  in  the  Lord  and  do  good, 
so  shatt  thou  dwell  ia  the  Land  and 
verily  thou  shalt  be  fed.”
